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PEEFAOE 

nnHIS book is an abridged edition of the Authors' larger 
-*- Handbook of English Political History. It is in- 
tended for the use of the middle and lower forms of schools 
and for pupil teachers. A few words of explanation have 
been added here and there which are not in the larger 
Handbook, but in almost all respects the important features 
of the two books are the same, so that in passing from the 
smaller to the larger book the pupil need not be confused. 
Should the teacher find the notes and additional matter in 
the larger book useful in illustrating his lessons, it is 
believed that the similarity of the two books will enable 
this to be easily done. 

The amount of matter omitted from the larger book 
is considerable at certain points. We have especially 
abridged the history of the last fifty years, which for 
school purposes is not so important. But we have tried 
to preserve the thread of the story, and some important 
political events are given nearly as fully in the smaller as 
in the larger book. 

The general purpose of the book can be as well indic^tisA 
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by the following extract from the Preface to the larger 
Handbook as in any other way : — 

" We have been led to believe, from the encouragement 
given us by various teachers, and from use made in teach- 
ing of part of the work privately printed, that the book 
may be found useful as a kind of syllabus, or outline for 
building upon, in lecturing and class-teaching. It would 
appear that of late oral teaching by means of simple lectures 
has gained ground, as a method of instruction, in our 
Public Schools and High Schools, in preference to the 
method of only asking questions upon a previously pre- 
pared portion of a text-book. 

" For many reasons it might be desired that the course 
of history-teaching in higher schools should be wider than 
it is at present, that it should be more European, less 
insidar, and that ancient, mediaeval, and modem history 
should be taught as parts of one continuous whole. The 
outlines of * world history ' may be taught very early in 
the course of a child's education, first in their simplest 
form, conveying perhaps little more than an idea of the 
distance of events from one another. As time goes on 
these outlines may be more and more filled in. That the 
value of such a system is considerable, the results of much 
of the higher school teaching in France and Germany show. 

*'But in any case it would seem that the method of 
teaching the whole outline from the beginning, and steadily 
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and systematically filling in tliat outline in its various 
parts, is to be preferred as a method to that of stimulating 
interest in various isolated portions of the history, without 
being first sure that the general outline of the ' before and 
after ' has been grasped. 

"While a multitude of histories of persons and periods, 
excellently written, are put into the hands of young 
people, the dry bones of history are rather at a discount. 
The old unintelligent schoolroom drill, which involved 
learning strings of dates, had, with many disadvantages, 
at least some advantages. And a boy or girl may be 
better prepared to take an intelligent interest in history in 
the future if they know, so that they will never forget 
them, the dates of the Kings of England, of some leading 
events, and of the Prime Ministers from Walpole to the 
present time, than if they had been prematurely interested 
in the detail of special periods, to the exclusion of a know- 
ledge of the general outlines. If the outlines have been 
insisted on and intelligently taught, the interest in private 
reading of history, for its own sake, will be increased 
rather than lessened. 

" At present English history is the only part of modem 
history which is largely taught in schools. One of the 
main advantages for teaching purposes of English history 
is its continuity. If this continuity is lost sight of it is a 
great disadvantage to the learner. The grammar^ or cqxv- 
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tinaous oatline of English history, may be taught while 
the memory is fresh and strong, and on this foundation 
the knowledge of the whole constitutional and political 
history may be gradually built up. Our aim, however 
inadequately carried out, has been to keep this principle 
of contiuuity in view ; not to encourage ' cram,' except so 
far as this sometimes misused word may include accurate 
and well-arranged knowledge."

The king's baggage 
is taken, and his letters to the queen and the Lrish 
rebels are published by the Parliament. 

[Scotland, Montrose wins over the Covenanters the 
victories of Tippermuir (1644), Inverlochy, Aldern, 
Alford, and Ejlsyth (1645), but is beaten at Philip- 
haugh, Sfpt, 13.] 

Sfpt. 23. Charles' forces are defeated at Kowton Heath, 
near Chester. 

1646. Gharles betakes himself to the Scottish army at 
Newark, May. 

At Newcastle Charles refuses to concede anything to 
Parliament on the question of the militia or the 
Church. 

1647. The Parliament having agreed to pay £400,000 to the 
Scots for their expenses, the first payment is made 
Jan, 21. 

Jan. 30. The king is g^ven up at Newcastle to 
the Parliamentary Commissioners. 

The Westminster Assembly, which had sat since 
1643, had by this time established Presbyterianism, 
which was, however, only generally accepted in 
Middlesex and Lancashire. 

The Parliament passes four ordinances to reduce the 
army, to deprive members of Parliament of their 
commands, to make all officers take the Covenant, 
and to pay only one-sixth of the arrears of pay to 
the soldiers. 

The officers at Saffiron Walden protest against the ordi- 
nances. 

The Presbyterian Commissioners from the Parliament 
attempt to disband the army. 

June. The king is seized at Holmby House by Comet 
Joyce, and conducted to Newmarket, and the army 
demand the expulsion of eleven of the Presbyterian 
leaders. 

The army march towards London and place the king at 
Hampton Court. They oflfer to restore Episcopacy 
with toleration for other sects, but the king refuses 
their offer and flies to the Isle of Wight, Nov. 
1648. Royalist insurrections break out in Kent and in 
Wales. Fairfax puts down the Royalists at Maid- 
stone and Colchester. Cromwell takes Pembroke 
Castle. 
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1648. The Scottish army under Hamilton enters England 
for the king, and is defeated by Cromwell at 
Preston {Aug.)j Wigan, and Warrington. 

The king at Newport agrees to establish Presbyterianism 
for three years. 

Colonel Pride expels the Presbyterian majority 
from the House of Commons, Dec. 6. 

The Independent minority of 53 m'embers (the Rnmp) 
vote to bring the king to trial before a special or 
High Court of Justice. This is rejected by the 
Lords, and the Commons declare the consent of the 
Lords to be unnecessary. 

1649. Jan, 20. The High Court of Justice meets. 
Jan. 30. The king is beheaded.

The publication of Eikdn Basilikd, giving an account of 
Charles' life in prison, produces a reaction in his 
favour.

The Commons resolve that government by a king or 
single person is " unnecessary, burdensome, and 
dangerous, and ought to be abolished. "

1650. [Scotland. Montrose is defeat^ at Corbiesdale, cap- 
tured, and executed. May.] 

Cromwell crosses the Tweed, advances to Edinburgh, 
but retreats to Dunbar. Battle of Dunbar, 
Sept. 3. Scots utterly routed. 

1651. Cromwell crosses the Forth, and Charles, who had 
. been crowned at Scone, marches into England. 

He is pursued by Cromwell, defeated at the 
battle of Worcester, Sept. 3; but escapes to 
France. 
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1651. The Navigation Act, aimed against the Dutch (for- 
bidding the importation of go^s in any bat English 
vessels or those of the country where they are made), 
is passed. 

Parliament fixes Nov. 3, 1654, as the day of its dissolution. 

1652. The Dutch are defeated in a battle off Dover. 
The Perpetuation Bill, to make all present members 

keep their seats in the new Parliament, with a right 
of veto on newly elected members, is brought in. 
The army remonstrate. 

Blake is defeated by Tromp in the Dover roads. 

[Ireland, Much land is given to soldiers of the Parlia- 
ment by the Cromwellian settlement.] 

1653. Cromwell hearing that the Perpetuation Bill is being 
passed, expels the members. 

Cromwell and the officers appoint a new Council of 
State, which chooses an assembly of nominees (Bare- 
bone's Parliament) from names sent in by the Inde- 
pendent ministers. 

They propose various radical reforms, but being unable 
to carry them out, resign their power into Crom- 
well's hands. 

The Instrument of Government, by which Crom- 
well is made Lord Protector with a Council of 
twenty-one, is published, and Cromwell is inaugu- 
rated. 

1654. A board of triers to examine the character of ministers 
appointed by patrons is set up, and commissioners 
are sent round to examine the characters of the 
parochial clergy. 

Peace is concluded with Holland. 

Vowell and Gerard's plot is discovered. 

Sept, 3. The first Protectorate Parliament meets. 

[Four hundred members for England (many rotten boroughs 
being disfranchised, and their members given to large but 
unrepresented towns, and the county representation being 
equalized according to population), thirty for Scotland, thirty 
for Ireland.] 

The Republicans, headed b^ Vane, debate the question 
of government by a **smgle person." 

Sejpt, 12. Cromwell excludes those (about a hundred 
members) who would not pledge themselves not to 
attempt to alter the form of government. 

1655. Jan, Cromwell dissolves the Parliament. 
March, Penruddock's rising at Salisbury. 
Penn and Venables fail to capture San Domingo, but 

take Jamaica from the Spaniards. 
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1655. Cromwell divides England into eleven military districts, 
each under a major-general. 

Treaty with France against Spain, providing that 
Prince Charles shall no longer live in France. 

1656. Sept, The second Protectorate Parliament meets. 
Above ninety Republicans and Presbyterians are 
not allowed to take their seats. 

Cromwell interferes on behalf of the Vaudois subjects 
of the Duke of Savoy. 

1657. Parliament offers the title of king to Cromwell, with 
a new constitution explained in the instrument 
called <<The Humble Petition and Advice." 

[This practically restored the old constitution in an amended 
form, but the Triennial Act was to be in force, and the chief 
officers were to be nominated and removed with the consent of 
Parliament.] 
Cromwell rejects the title of king, but accepts the Peti- 
tion and Advice. 

1658. The reorganized Parliament, including a House of 
Lords, meets, and is soon dissolved by Cromwell. 

The English and French beat the Spaniards in the battle 

of the Dunes, and gain Dunkirk. 
Se^t, 3. Cromwell dies, aged fifty-nine. 
Richard Cromwell is declared Protector by the 

Council. 

1659. Jan, Parliament meets, but provokes the army, and 
Richard Cromwell, trusting to the promises of the 
army, dissolves it. 

May, The remains of the Long Parliament ( * ' the 

Rump ") are restored by the army. Richard leaves 

Whitehall. 
Booth's rising in Cheshire is put down by Lambert. 
Lambert and Desborou^ (Cromwell's brother-in-law) 

are dismissed by the Kump from their posts. 
Lambert marches to Westminster and turns out the 

Rump. 
Monk marches from Scotland, and Lambert is sent 

against him. 

1660. Fairfax meets Lambert's army on Marston Moor and 
persuades the men not to fight against Monk, with 
whom he marches to Lonoon ; and Monk declares 
for a free Parliament. 

The Long Parliament meets and dissolves itself, after 

calling a convention. 
The Convention meets and invites Charles to

Lambert and Sir Henry Vane having been tried for 
treason, Lambert is imprisoned and Vane executed. 

Diinkirk is sold to the French. 

[Ireland, The Act of Settlement, which restores some 
land to the Irish, is passed.] 

[Scotland. Episcopacy is re-established.] 

1663. Convocation grants a subsidy for the la^t time, 

1664. The Triennial Act o/1641 is repealed. 
The Conventicle Act passed, [forbidding religious as- 
semblies other than those allowed by the Church of England.] 

1665. Victory by the Duke of York over the Dutch off Lowes- 
toft. 

Sept. The grehi plague of London is at its 

height. 
Parliament grants £1,250,000 to he spent on tJie war only. 
The Five-Mile Act passed, [forbidding ministers who 

had not subscribed the Act of Uniformity, or taken the oath 

of non-resistance, to teach in schools, or to settle within five 

miles of any corporate town.] 

1666. Louis XIV. declares war against England, and 

makes an alliance with the Dutch. 
Victory over the Dutch. 
Sept. 2-6. The great fire of London. 
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1667. The Dutch advance into the Thames and bum the ships 
at the mouth of the Med way. Peace with the Dutch. 

Clarendon is dismissed, impeached, flies to the Conti- 
nent, and is sentenced to be banished. 

The Cabal Ministry (Clifford, Arlington, Buckingham, 
Ashley, and Lauderdale) takes office.

and Buckingham leave office. 
Sir Thomas Osborne (afterwards Earl of Danby and 

Duke of Leeds) becomes Lord Treasurer and leading 

minister. 

1674. Parliament meets and attacks Buckingham, Arlington, 
and Lauderdale. 

Peace is concluded with Holland. 

1675. For 600,000 crowns a year from Louis Charles prorogues 
the Parliament for fifteen months. 

1677. On the meeting of Parliament, Shaftesbury, Bticking- 
Jiam, and two others contend that this prorogation 
dissolved Parliament, and are sent to the Tower for 
some time. 
Parliament demands the dismissal of the army. 
Mary, eldest daughter of the Duke of York, marries 
William of Orange.

William, Lord Russell, 
and Algernon Sydney are tried and executed for a 
supposed share in the plot. 

1684. Monmouth is pardoned for his late proceedings, but is 
banished to Holland. 

1685. Feb, The king dies.
